What are the Producer Price 


Indexes? 


The Producer Price Indexes (PPIs) are measures of 
changes in producers’ prices, similar to the better 
known Consumer Price Index (CPI). While the CPI 
measures changes in retail prices paid by households 
for goods and services, the PPIs measure changes in the 
prices of goods and services sold to businesses. 
Producer Price Indexes are compiled for the following 
sectors of the economy: 


s building and construction—price indexes are 
produced which measure changes in the prices of 
materials used in constructing: (a) houses; and (b) 
other buildings (e.g. office blocks, shopping 
centre's, schools, hospitals etc.);

The JRDB provides a wide range of social, economic, 
and environmental data on both a regional and time 
series basis. The Database contains information from 
social and economic collections of the ABS and other 
Commonwealth Agencies, with data generally available 
from 1986 (and earlier for some items). Statistics are 
available on the environment, health and disability, 
employment and unemployment, rural economies and 
electoral matters. All data are available from the 
Australia wide to Statistical Local Area (SLA) level, with 
interactive tables, graphs, maps, and reports generated 
from screen based selections of areas, data items and 
time periods. 


In addition to powerful exporting and importing 
capability and extensive metadata, JRDB has unique 
functions to handle geographic boundary changes, 
allowing a wide range of data items to be compared on 
a consistent regional basis, over time. The optional 
mapping module allows users to further examine the 
data through a powerful, integrated Geographic 
Information System.

Motor Vehicles on GSP 


Motor Vehicles on GSP is a CD-ROM product providing 
a complete picture of the motor vehicle fleet from the 
Motor Vehicle Census based on the latest GSP 
(Geographic Statistics Platform) software developed for 
the Integrated Regional Data Base. This "stand alone" 
package contains data for 1997, 1998 and 1999 and 
includes details such as type of vehicle, make, model 
and year of manufacture. 

Data are available by postcode, Statistical Division (SD), 
Statistical Sub-Division (SSD) and Statistical Local Area 
(SLA). Mapping is available, and clients can develop 
their set of regions using groupings of geographic 
areas. 

GSP software allows the user to combine data from a 


variety of collections and produce their own data items. 


For example, population data can be combined with 
motor vehicle census data to produce counts of the 
number of Ford or Holden passenger vehicles per head 
of population across all SLAs or for specific sets. 

Note that the associated standard IRDB GSP package 
includes some summary data from the Motor Vehicle 
Census along with the full integrated regional data from 
both ABS and non-ABS sources. Clients who purchase 
IRDB on GSP can also purchase the Motor Vehicle data 
as an add-on to the IRDB data.
